4. QUESTIONING 70 PERCENT FIGURE OF CHERNAYKOV, EMOBFFS 
POINTED OUT HEAVILY NEGATIVE PLAY BY SOVIET MEDIA ON 

STORIES LIKE WOUNDED KNEE AND OTHER LESS NEWSWORTHY SUBJECTS, 
RESULTING IN CONTINUED DRUMBEAT OF CRITICAL COMMENTARIES ON SOCIAL 
PROBLEMS IN U. S. WITHOUT FACTUAL REPORTING OF 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS OR ONGOING PROGRAMS. CHERNAYKOV AGREED ON
